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FOREWORD 


This Index to The Quarterly Journal of Speech has been compiled for the 
sole purpose of enabling the reader to locate quickly and with a minumum of 
difficulty whatever he may wish to find in the pages of the first forty volumes of 
our national speech journal. It covers articles, Forum communications, edito- 
rials, book reviews, official reports, and even corrections of errors which now 
and then have crept into the Journal. It has attempted to include everything 
except advertisements that has ever appeared there. 





Work on the Index was begun twenty years ago, and publication first pro- 
posed to the Executive Council of the National Association of Teachers of Speech 
in 1935. In 1940 a Twenty-five-year Index was completed and exhibited at the 
Washington Convention. No action leading to publication was taken, however; 
the lowering war clouds made any such new ventures inadvisable, It was many 
years before the Association could even consider again the publication of more 
than the minimum essentials. 


Work on the Index was continued, however, each year’s accumulation of 
new index cards being distributed among the older ones, so that the whole was 
constantly kept up to date, and one may add, constantly in use. Some thought 
was given at various times to a Thirty-year, then a Thirty-five-year Index; but 
it was not until the completion of the fortieth volume of the Journal that all con- 
ditions seemed propitious for the final publication. All who have been involved 
in the compilation and the publication join in the hope that it will prove as use- 
ful to the speech profession as a whole as it has been to those who have had the 
opportunity of becoming familiar with it over the years during which it has been 
developing. 


The Index is divided into two main parts. Part I contains references to 
what may be termed “original materials,” a term used to refer to original arti- 
cles, Forum communications, editorials, official reports of the Association, the 
Executive Council, committees, News and Notes, and the like. Part II contains 
references to book reviews, and to those original essays which, in the last few 
volumes, under the heading “New Books in Review,” have introduced the review 
section in each issue. Each part is arranged alphabetically, the plan of organi- 
zation being that recommended by the Chief Reference Librarian at Louisiana 
State University. 


In Part I all articles are listed under both the author and the first signifi- 
cant word in the title, disregarding definite and indefinite articles. In case of 
multiple authorship, each author has a separate listing, with a cross reference 
to the first named author and to the title of the article. Furthermore, an entry 
is made for each significant word that appears in the title, the criterion being 
a judgment as to whether the seeker would attempt to find material under a given 
word, For instance, Charles H. Woolbert's article, “The teaching of speech as 
an academic discipline,” which appeared as the first article in Volume 9, would 
of course have a listing under Woolbert, and one under Teaching; it would also 
have one under Speech, Academic, and Discipline. 





Not all articles having to do with teaching, however, will have that word 
anywhere in the title. Cross references to related terms, such as pedagogy, 
method, classroom, will enable the reader to find such material even Thouch 
listed under various terms. Other areas are treated similarly. 





It sometimes happens that no word in the title gives any indication of the 
contents of the article. Such material, in addition to being entered under author 
and title, is also entered under an appropriate subject classification, such as 
Interpretation, Dialect, Pedagogy, Method, or the like. 
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All Forum communications are listed first under the general heading, 
Forum. They are also listed by author, by title, and, if the contents are indi- 
cated by another than the first word in the title, they are listed under that term 
also. They may even be listed under an appropriate subject heading. For in- 
stance, Raymond F. Howes’ communication, “Coleridge on acting,” is listed 
under Forum, Howes, Coleridge, and Acting. Occasionally, when titles are 
entirely missing, they are supplied in parentheses, according to the contents of 
the communication. The very first entry in the entire Index is an example. 





All these entries, authors, titles, subjects, significant words, and so on, 
are put together into one alphabetical listing, in which the basis for alphabeti- 
zation has been the procedure approved by the American Library Association. 


In Part II of the Index book reviews are characteristically given at least 
three listings: author, title, and reviewer. When either the author’s or the 
reviewer's name is omitted, such information as is available is included. Mul- 
tiple authors are treated as in Part I. Some effort has been made to cross 
reference the titles to the books reviewed, although not so completely as in the 
case of original materials. For example, The psychology of the audience, by 
H.L. Hollingworth, reviewed in Volume 21, page 437, is listed also under Audi- 
ence, The psychology of the. 











Many reviews have been signed only by the reviewer's initials. So far as 
has been possible, these initials have been identified and the reviews listed 
under the full name. 


In the book reviews, as in the case of the original materials, all entries, 
authors, titles, reviewers, cross references, have been put into alphabetical 
order. 


Largely because the compilation of this Index has covered a lapse of some 
twenty years, it has been inevitable that some inconsistencies should have crept 
into the forms of the listings, particularly in the book reviews. These will occur 
mainly in the listings of successive editions of a given work: sometimes these 
will be given a single entry; at other times (usually, in fact) each edition is 
listed separately. Such inconsistencies are quite common, we are informed, in 
library cataloguing; but the task of going back and bringing all the material in 
the catalogue into conformity would be so enormous that it is not considered 
worth while, In the case of the present Index, which contains almost twenty-one 
thousand entries, those variation in form which do occur do not affect the valid- 
ity of the information and should not lead to any confusion. 


Two peculiarities in the page numbering of certain volumes should be 
noted. In Volume 6 each issue begins with page 1. It has been necessary, 
therefore, in listing items from Volume 6, to indicate volume, number, and 
page. For instance, Binney Gunnison's article on “Oratoric action” will be 
found in Volume 6, Number 4, page 24, indicated in the Index as 6: (4) 24. 





Again, in Volume 12, Number |! ran from page | to 129; Number 2 from 
129 to 223. But Number 3 also started with page 129, and ran to 242. Number 
4 began where Number 3 left off, with page 243, and ran through 397. Hence for 
Volume 12, while it was unnecessary to indicate the first or fourth issues, it 
was necessary to indicate the second or third. Thus, Louis M. Eich's article 
on “The acting of Shylock” will be found in 12: (2) 160; whereas Smiley Blanton's 
article on “Child guidance” will be found in 12: 35, 


Otherwise the figures for each listing will represent volume and page 
only, the first number indicating the volume, and the second, following the 
colon, the page. 


Every effort has been made to avoid errors in factual information, List- 
ings have been checked repeatedly from the very beginning of the work, both 
by the Editor and by the scores of students and faculty members who have had 
occasion to use the Index, as well as by visitors who have examined it. It is 
highly probable that, in spite of these precautions, some errors will be found. 
For these our apologies; they are the responsibility of the Editor. 


It would be impossible to list all the people who have contributed to mak- 
ing this Index possible. First of all, it was Dr. C.M. Wise’s recognition of the 
major value of such a work that led to making available the time of the Editor 
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and the necessary materials. He has been consistently encouraging. In the 
compiling of the data for the first twenty volumes the cooperation of an equal 
number of graduate students was enlisted; their contribution was invaluable. 
The staff of the Hill Memorial Library of Louisiana State University has been 
helpful in setting up the general organization of the Index, including the division 
into the two major parts, and the system of alphabetization. Not unmindful of 
the aid of many others, major credit must go to Waldo W. Braden, Executive 
Secretary of the Speech Association of America, but more than that, our es- 
teemed colleague and collaborator; and to William C. Brown, Publisher. These 
two together have made this publication a reality.
